This race will be 
open to military men only, and each 
battalion will be limited to foursmen. 
It will be a team race, as it will be 
necessary for a man to have help in 
scaling the wall, and his battalion 
mates may help him in doing this.

OVER YALE CREW AT 
ANNUAL REGATTA 


Took Three Races From Yale's 
Oarsmen and Established 
Record 


NEW LONDON, Conn., June 23-— 
The Harvard ‘Varsity crew flashed 
down the sun flooded Thames in a 
blaze of crimson glory this evening, 
proudly demonstrating its utter mast- 
ery of Seth Low's Yale eight, and 
sliding the long, frail shell over the 
finish mark three and a half lengths 
in front of the splashing Elis in the 
record breaking time of 30:02. And 
not only that—Harvard also won the 
freshman and second ‘Varsity races 
with the Blue this morning, and thus 
made the day one of the greatest in 
the annals of Crimson rowing. 


GRAND OLD MAN OF 
LACROSSE IS_ JOHN 
WHITE OF CORNWALL

tario, especially those from Cornwall, 
will be interested in the tribute paid 
to John White, “the grand old man of 
lacrosse" of eastern Canada, in a re- 
cent issue of the Ottawa Citizen: 

Though many columns are ground 
out annually concerning the feats of 
Hans Wagner, Napoleon Lajoie and 
many other olg timers of baseball, 
Canadian writers seem to have over- 
looked the fact that the town of 
Cornwall has produced one of the 
most remarkable athletes of a dec- 
ade—John White, the grand old man 
of lacrosse, 

For the past 
has been one of the 
in the Canadian national game. 
Svery fall, lacrosse men gather and 
reach a verdict that “Old John" is 
through, but every spring the call 
goes up for stickhandlers, and John 
leaves the wigwam to take up the 


twenty years John

gutted stick again. White is now 
said to be 41 years old. He made 
his reputation with the Cornwall 


team as a defence fielder, and about 


twelve years ago when lacrosse was 
all the rage in Western Ontario, Tom 
Nelson and other Brantford mag- 
nates, then determined to defeat the 
Shamrocks and capture the cele- 
brated Minto cup, sought to round 
up an all-star team, They imported 
Johnny Powers from Ottawa, grab- 
bed Tack Hendry from Montreal, got 


many other veterans from the East 
and West, and finally signed on John 
White. He played through the Min- 
to cup series with flying colors, and 


has since been very reliable, He 
figured on the Chippewa team = at 
Toronto, joined the Irish Canadians 


When they were in the “Big Four,” 
and finally returned, like other Corn- 
wall colts, to the fireside in Joe Lal- 
ly’s town. In last Saturday's game 
at the Factory Town he was one of 
the best men on the Cornwall twelve. 


Every time John gees on the field 
against Ottawa he looks for Johnnie 
Pow Last Saturday he was vis-

Forgetful, seemingly, that Sir 
Sam gave out his statement for 
the purpose of diverting attention 
from his record, It may be that 
Sir Sam is right in thinking that 
almost’any sort of a statement 
that detracted attention from his 
record would be to his advantage. 
His friends may be right in think- 
ing that the statement in question 
was even more damaging to him 
and the Government than the re- 
cord he sought to obscure, Either 
the statement or the record is 
sufficient excuse for him to retire 
any time he sees fit.

tunity, to put before him the 
necessity, in the interests of the 
battalions, of leaving the Irish 
Qvards and the Frénch-Canadian 
battalion in the city until they 
have been recruited up to 
strength. No effort hus been 
made, and none should be made, to 
hold battalions here when pro- 
per training requires their re- 
moval to the brigade camp. But 
the two battalions now here are 
not at more than half strength. 
If they are removed to Sarcee 
recruiting will have to be carried 
on in theiy absence, And it goes 
without saying that recruiting 
could not be carried on to advan- 
tage under such circumstances, 
Enthusiasm is the breath of life to 
recruiting effort, and how much 
enthusiasm could be generated in 
an effort to raise men to send off 
in drafts to complete battalions 
which had been taken away at half 
strength? 


Edmonton people are proverb- 
jally hopeful. It may be doubt- 
ed, therefore, whether the tax- 
payers have made up their minds 
that the street railway cannot be 
made pay as a civic concern and 
that the only way to avoid the 
consequences of its bankruptcy is 
to get rid of it. But there is no 
denying that their faith has been 
sorely tried as deficit has suc- 
ceeded deficit in unvarying proces- 
sion, that in a good many cases 
the faith has given way to doubt, 
and that in some the doubt has set- 
tled into conviction. The discus- 
sion at the meeting of the Pro- 
perty Owners’ Association on 
Thursday evening shows that 
plainly enough. And nothing is 
more certain than that if things 
go on as they have been this con- 
viction that the system cannot be 
made pay will spread, and will re- 
sult sooner or later in the tax- 
payers making some move to re- 
lieve themselves of responsibility 
as regards the future and to re- 
trieve what they can of the mil- 
lions invested in the concern. It 
is simply a question of whether 
that stage has already been reach- 
ed. If, therefore, the council 
have any plans for getting this en- 
terprise on its fect they cannot be 
got going too soon, 


It is said that the Kyte charges 
figured prominently among the 
themes discussed in the Nova Sco- 
tia campaign. This may have been 
the cause or the result of a detach- 
ment of Conservative members of 
parliament from Ontario going 
down to the province to persuade 
the Nova Scotians to swat the 
Murray Government by way of 
showing how highly they esteemed 
the Dominion Government headed 
by the distinguished son of their 
province. It is to be hoped the 
missiqnaries are satisfied with the 
fruits of their labors. It is a cinch 
that their provineial party friends 
in Nova Scotia are not, and that 
when next they have to try con- 
clusions with the Murray Govern- 
ment they will desire Sir Robert 
Borden to show his concern for 
their welfare by keeping his Otta- 
wa associates and the record of his 
government out of sight. And if 
provincial Conservatives in other 
provinces are gifted with any tal-

“NOT A HUNDRED 
OF C.M.R. CAME 
THROUGH FIGHT” 


That not one hundred members of 


the Canadian Mounted Rifles brigade 
came through the recent terrific fight- 
ing at Ypres is one of the startling 
statements contained in a letter Just 
received from Trooper Frank C. Jew- 
ett, son of ex-Alderman H, ©, Jewett, 
of Fredericton, N.B., who was wound- 
ed and is now 4n number 3 general 
hospital at Boulogne. Trooper Jew- 
ett is well known to many in Edmon- 
ton, 

The letter in part follows; 

“Lam tn hospital at Boulogne suf- 
fering from effects of the battle of 
Ypres. 1 can only thank God that I 
am still alive. ‘There are only about 
a dozen of Our battalion left. 

“It started on Friday morning abuot 
8.30 and the Ist and 4th «C. IM. R.’'s 
were holding the first trenches on that 
part of the Iine. Talk about shells! 
Hundreds of thousands were hurled 
at us. In fact all the enemy's guns in 
the district were turned on the 
trenches we were holding, and they 
were ripped to pices and levelled to 
the ground, Dead were lying every- 
Where. Our dugouts were all blown 
in and here and there you would see 
feet sticking out of the ruins where 
the men had been buried alive. 

“I don't know thow 1 escaped. 1 
was ‘blown in the air several times, 
and by 12.30 was just about ready to 
hand in my checks. A young iEng- 
lish officer really Saved me. My this 
time 1 was blecding from nose, mouth 
and ears, with both cyes bunged up. 
The young officer asked if I was wil- 
ling t take a chance and rum overland, 
Just as he was speaking the mine 
went up, and all that was left of us 
went into the alr, and ‘Frits came 
over at us. 

“When things had - settled down 
again we started on the run. Don't 
think me a coward for retreating, for 


non» of us had rifles’ nor bayonets 
and our machine guns were all 
broken. We started on the run for 


our dines, with Fritz on our heels, 
firing at us as he came. About a dozen 
of our fellows joined us as we left the 


trench—the remnants of our bat- 
talion. 
“I don't know how I managed to 


get to safety. We had to run over 
half a mile and I was all in when I 
started, but something kept spurring 
me on. At last we met the 6th 
Mounted Rifles coming to our assist- 
ance, and they stopped the enemy's 
advance for a few hours. 

“There are not 100 men left of the 
whole C.M.R. brigade, but Fritz is 
losing just as heavily. One of our 
corporals got four of ‘them, anyway. 
He had no gun, but he got hold of ‘a 
piece of 2x4 and hit them over the 
head as they came up. The fourth 
one was a great big chap, and was 
only dazed with the blow, so the cor- 


poral jumped with his might and 
landed with both feet right on his face 
and put him out. This may seem 


cruel, but when you take into consid- 
eration that they bayonetted all our 
wounded left in the trenches nothing 
is bad enough for them.” 


AMBULANCE MAN 
TELLS OF WORK 


“There ure a great many interest- 
ing things but you know we are not 
allowed to mention them. As far as 
the war in general is concerned you 
know more tbout it thar we do, 
When we are in the advanced dressing 
sSu.tions we are in pretty close touch 
with & small sector of the front line 
(a wery small sector) but when we 
are back us we are now we neither 
see nor hear very much about oaly 
from the papers.

ary way, the jars are cleaned and 
scalded, while the rubbers and tops 
are boiling. The fruit is then plac- 
ed in the jars in which cold water is 
placed. When the jars have been 
sealed air tight they are placed in a 
boiler filled with cold water which is 
brought to the boiling point. Berries 
should be removed when the boiling 
point is reached, while larger fruits, 
such as peaches, cherries, plums and 
upricots should receive 20 to 30 min- 
utes of boiling. These are the simple 
directions of which your customers 
should be informed. You’ will readi- 
ly see that the women customers will

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WAR CANNOT 
BE ALTOGETHER 
BLAMED FOR IT 


Many Fundamental Conditions 
Have Caused Increase in the 
Price of Leather 


From time to time since the out- 
break of the war we have drawn the 
attention of shoe retailers to the 
probabilities of greatly icnreased 
prices, says the Winnipeg Commer- 
cial, Latterly, however, the price sit- 
uation has been growing acuty, and it 
is now apparent that big advances 
must be made, over the old prices, in 
the immediate future. In our last is- 
sue we asked the attention of our 
readers to some isolated cases of very 
remarkable advances, and also made 
certain suggestions along the line of 
preparing the consumer for the inevit- 
uble advance. During the past month 
we have been able to gather further 
information regarding this matter of 
prices, and though, like everyone 
else, we hate to be the bearer of II) 
news, we feel it is only in the interest 
of the shoe retailer that we pass this 
information along in the hope that be- 
ing forewarned will, in some measure 
at least, also mean being forearmed. 

Briefly stated, this continent is suf- 
fering from a shortage of leather and 
the auxiliary supplies used in the 
manufacture of footwear. This being 
the case, there is little prospect of re- 
lief until the war is over, the demand 
again becomes normal, and the or- 
iginal sources of supply can again be 


made available. One manufacturer 
writes: 
“If we could get them, we could 


easily use a million skins per year in 
Previous to the war our 
purchases were made almost entirely 
in Russia, Germany, Austria, Hel- 
gium, Holland and France, as it is 
from these countries that the bulk 
of the high-class skins of the world 
is taken off. With the exception of 
getting a few from France, we have 
not been able to obtain any from the 
countries above mentioned, and when 
you do get a small shipment the 
freight is four or five times as large 
as it was before the war, and the war 
risk is so much) greater that it all 
udds considerably to the cost of the 
goods." 
Not All Due to the War 

The situation is quite as bad in the 
United States as it is in Canada-— 
and, indeed, the two countries are so 
closely associated that conditions are 
almost certain to be practically the 
same in this, as in many other lines 
of trade. To show the shortage in 
the United States the Sho» Retailer 
published some very striking figures 
recently showing that with regard to 
beef hides the percentage of cattle to 
population has been very rapidly de- 
creasing during the lest fifteen years. 
In 1901 there were 59 per cent. as 
many cattle in the “United States as 
people, and in 1916 ‘there were only 
38 per cent. This, too, was a condi- 
tion not brought about at all by the 
war, so that it has to be considered in 
addition to the shortage produced by 
the abnormal demand in Europe, 

In the same article the Shoe Re- 
tailer points to the new uses to which 
leather is now put, Which, of course, 
further aggravates the increasing 
shortage. It is noted that in the de- 
velopment of transcontinental rail- 
Ways and other modern transporta- 
tion methods we have become a na- 
tion of travellers and almost every 
inhabitant owns a travelling bag, lea- 
ther trunk, or a leather suitcase, Also 
automobiles require a tremendous 
amount of leather.

the horses of the United 
States leave the shelter of their na- 
tive ranches and farms these days 
they never really know just where 
they will settle down to work again. 
Since the outbreak of the war many 


When 


an American horse has enjoyed a 
trip to the continent, greatly to his 
own astonishment. It came to be 


quite the proper thing for horses to 
do, that is until the Mexicans be- 
came too unruly, and the government 
decreed otherwise. Only a few days 


ago some two thousand American 
horses intended for shipment to 
Europe for the use of the allied 


armies were commandeered by the 
United States governmeént to be used 
by the United States armies in Mex- 
ico, and for a time at least the Am- 
erican horses will travel southward 
instead of across the Atlantic. 

This will mean that Europe will 
have to look elsewhere for horses, 
since they are invaluable in warfare. 
Many horses’ have already been 
taken from Canada, but the demand 
is bound to become greater as time 
goes on, and at the same time pro- 
vision must be made so_ that when 
the war is over there will be no ma- 
terial shortage of horses at home.
